An autopsy performed on the body- 


in the presence of-.detectives by Dr. 
Weston,

coroner's

showed that Sachs was alive when his 
body was thrust Into the trunk. Wes- 
ton said he believed from the condi- 
tion of the body that Sachs was almost 
strangled by a'man of great strength 
before he was robbed1. He'judged that 
a heavy man of more than ordinary 
strength seized Sachs by the throat, 
threw him to the floor and, while his 
knee rested on his chest, choked him 
until be was unconscious.

parts of the city as well policemen 
arc going to stables trying to 
find 


the owner of fehe horse and wagon that 
delivered the trunk. This wagon-was 
left under the Wllllamsburg bridge, 
and the trunk was carried Into tho 
first hallway.

that he had examined at random fif- 
teen of inem had received corporal 
punishment. 
Five of them had been 


slflpped and had their hair pulled, 
rie had seen some blue marks on the 
backs of boys that he supposed had 
bcyn made by whipping. 


Judge McDonald admitted that he 


believed that after a boy had been 
whipped three times that that form oi 
punishment lost its value. 'He advised 
the hlrlug of an additional man who 
had made a deep study of incorrigible 
boys. 


Judge McDonald testified that he 


had heen trustee since 1905 and that 
he was one of those in charge of the 
probation system. 
In that work lie 


said that he examined applicants fo: 
probation, saw that they were prop- 
erly placed and through agents of the 
school followed their mov»ments af- 
ter they were placed. 


"It Is the aim of the trustees to re- 


turn the-boys to tho community a. 
soon as possible," said McDonald. "In 
doing this we try to avoid placing the 
boy In tile same environment wb!c\> 
originally caused his going wrong 
Our agents are constantly supervis- 
ing the conditions of the boys whc 
have been placed or released and mail- 
Ing reports to the trustees. 


"I have never committed a boy t/- 


the Lyman school for his first appear- 
ance In my court'. I hold that a bq:' 
under 15, whatever his offense rnay 
be, is entitled to another chance, au'r 
1.

ConortU In Building Construction. 
The United States department of 


agriculture, discussing tho extermina- 
tion Of rats,' strongly advocates tho 
using of concrete for tho construction 
of every class of building. The Im- 
portance of this precaution cannot bo 
overestimated. 
When the Immense 


loss caused annually by these vermin 
Is considered the.noed of stopping their 
depredations I., "more clearly realized. 
It has been repeatedly stated on good 
authority that every rat In thecoun- 
try causes an annual property loss of 
over $1. The total cost of this pe»t to 
the country will never be known, as 
their number cannot be even roughly 
estimated.

culture says: 


"Tho best way to keep rats from 


buildings, whether In thft' City or In 
the country, Is'by the'use'of ceinqut" 
construction,

The space between 
the sheathing and lath to the height 
of about a foot should* be filled with 
concrete.

"Granaries, comcrlbs and poultry 


houses may be made rat proof by a 
liberal use of concrete In the. founda- 
tions and floors. For a rat proof crib a 
well drained 'site should be chosen. 
The outer walls, laid in cement, should 
be sunk about twenty Inches Into the 
ground. The space within the walls 
should be thoroughly grouted-wlth ce- 
ment and broken stone and finished 
with rich concrete fijr a floor. Upon 
this tlio structure may be built. Eycu 
the walls of the crib may be of con- 
crete. Corn will not mold In contact 
with them provided there Is good ven- 
tilation and tho roof is water tight,"
